T IS the business of Falls City's own people, and

There is a direct conflict between the board's 


findings upon land retirement, and its recommen- 
dations for conservation of natural resources. 


And in some 
other particulars, if the report 


states the position of the board, its summary and 
recommendations are misleading. In the instance 
of both the North and the Middle Loups, the ques- 
tion of a lack of water does not enter. They are 
even flowing streams the year around. The vol- 
ume in each case does not vary during the seasons 
of the year. There is no storage contemplated on 
the North Loup, the flow being adequate to take 
care of the needs without reservoir storage. On 
the Middle Loup, it is proposed to store water by 
building a dam at the Narrows just above the town 
of Comstock, but the regular flow in the river in- 
sures ample water for the purposes. 
In the Re- 


publican and Arickaree valleys, where gigantic res- 
ervoirs are contemplated, there has not been a 
single season in the early spring, whether the year 
generally was wet or dry, that destructive floods 
have not taken place as a result of torrential rains. 
Most of the time the waste flood waters in those 
valleys would provide ample water for irrigation 
for all needs. The Frenchman is a stream similar 
to the Loups, constant and unvarying in flow. In 
the case of the Tri-County, the report of the engi- 
neer, Major Alberg, sent directly to this state by

Washington, and the others preparing .to leave 
shortly for the opening of congress, should give 
careful study to the findings of the national sur- 
vey committee. This state has a tremendous stake 
in the vast national program of conservation of na- 
tional resources. On numerous occasions, the 
statement has appeared in this column that the 
last great agricultural domain in America begins 
with the west bank of the Mississippi, and ends at 
the foothills of the Rockies. The map revealing 
the projected plan for retirement from production 
of 40 million acres of land in America substantiates 
that assertion. If population increases over the 
next twenty-five or fifty years mean that instead 
of 120 millions. America will have 180. and pos- 
sibly 220 million people to feed, the foodstuffs to 
support them must come from this area. And Ne- 
braska 5s a great factor in that program. It is a 
great agricultural stale. If the same thoughtless- 
ness, the same recklessness, and the same indiffer- 
ence to soil are shown in connection with these Ne- 
braska projects that explains why the national 
survey committee insists that large sections of the 
North Atlantic the old south, and the Ohio val- 
ley states no longer are adapted to agriculture.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 26—(AP) 


—An immediate and comprehen- 
sive investigation to determine 
the "critical facts" concerning 
sub-surface water supplies of mid- 
dlcwestern states was 
by the Mississipi valley commit- 
tee. In its comprehensive report 
to Secretary Ickes on a wide 
range of land and water use sub- 
jects, the committee noted declin- 
ing water table levels in a group 
of states including Iowa, Nebraska 
and South Dakota. 


"The information at hand is so 


strongly suggestive of recession of 
the ground water table," the re- 
port said, "and depletion of the 
sub-surface water resources in 
certain areas as fully to warrant 
an. immediate and definitely com- 
prehensive investigation to deter- 
mine the critical facts for those 
portions of the basin where sub- 
surface water resources are of 


paramount importance 
in 
the 


water economy of the region." 


The committee said there is no 


conclusive evidence that a serious 
decline in ground water levels has 
taken place generally in the moie 
humid parts of the Mississippi 
basin. 


"On the other hand," it 'stated, 


"a progressive decline has taken 
place in North Dakota, the eastern 
'""jYT" Part of South Dakota, Nebraska, 
urged today Kansas_ westcrn Minnesota, west- 


ern Iowa and western Missouri. 


"The new evidence for the de- 


cline is based on a questionnaire 
to which 1,482 well drillers in the 
sections mentioned sent replies. 
The data indicated that during 
average periods ranging from 10 
to 14 years there has been a 
ground level drop of more than 
10 feet in Nebraska, Minnesota,

'•Iowa: Shows a fairly uniform 


drop throughout the state. 
The 


area of less than 10 feet drop is 
about the same as the area of 
more than 10 feet. Along the di- 
vide between the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers is a drop of from 
more than 20 feet to a maximum 
of more than 30 feet. 


"Nebraska: 
The changes are 


variable and range from less than 
10 feet to more than 20 feet, but 
there are none of more than 30 
feet. 


"South Dakota: The changes in 


level are very irregular and range 
from less than 10 feet to more 
than 35 feet." 


The report had this to say about 


surface water in Nebraska: "De- 
cided reduction in flow of springs 
and some dry. Ponds mostly dry. 
Lakes lowered seven feet and 
some dry.

Some Projects Found 


Feasible, But Not 


At Present. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(AP) 


—The Mississippi valley commit- 
tee of the public works adminis- 
tration struck a critical blow to- 
day to Nebraska's hopes of fur- 
ther federal funds for power and 
irrigation developments. Submit- 
ting a detailed analysis of the 
Missispippi valley system to Secre- 
tary Ickes, with a variety of 
recommendations for long range 
planning and immediate action to 
start moves for a co-ordinated de- 
velopment of land and water re- 
sources, the board definitely op- 
posed water power projects for 
the present. 


"It is recommended," the com- 


mitte's report said, "that no imme- 
diate further development of Mis- 
souri basin water power resources 
at federal expense be undertaken." 


The committee also recommend- 


ed "as a matter of policy and in 
order to preserve federal control 
over power resources on lands 
now m government ownership, 
that public lands on the reservoir 
sites of potential power projects in 
the basin be not allowed to come 
under private ownership." 


The report classified potential 


power developments and possible 
irrigation projects but listed no 
Nebraska projects as class A 
projects, ones which could be de- 
veloped economically now. 
For 


the most part Nebraska projects 
were listed as not feasible now 
but as ones which might become 
so in the near future or as class 
B projects. 


"Among the class B projects," 


the report said, "the Sutherland- 
Plum creek sites seem not too re- 
mote from potential local mar- 
kets." 


The North and Middle Loup ir- 


rigation projects also were listed 
as class B projects, with no ref- 
erence to possible power develop- 
ment on them. The "Joliet" irri- 
gation project on the Republican 
river in Nebraska also was given 
class B rating. 


To Develop Later. 


"The problem of the unde- 


veloped water power sites of the 
Missouri basin," the report said, 
"is at present lagely one of con- 
servation, of exercising such fed- 
eral control over them as will per- 
mit 
their 
later 
development, 


whether by private or public in- 
terests, in a carefully planned 
manner calculated to promote the 
public welfare, rather than in 
haphazard fashion."
